The now' 20 per cent in- 
crea.so in social security 
benefits will begin with 
regular checks for thp month 
of September to be deliv¬ 
ered in early October, ac¬ 
cording to Douglas Carte., 
Social .Security District Man¬ 
ager in Pasadena. 

“No application is needed 
for tile 20 per ce.nt increase,” 
Carter .said. "Tiio Social Se¬ 
curity Administration will 
refigure payments for every¬ 
one getting social security 
benefits and pay the In¬ 
creased benefits in the Oc¬ 
tober checks.” 

“Under the new law,” Car¬ 
ter said, "the average social 
■security payment to retired 
workers will increase from 
S134 to $162 a mointh. The 
average payment to a dis¬ 
abled worker with a wife 
and children will increase 
from $295 to $354 a month. 
The average payment to a 
widowed mother with two 
young children will increase 
from 3322 to $386 a month.” 

The now law will also tie 
future .social security bene¬ 
fit incieases to the cost of 
living. Carter said. 

Thf, cost of living w’ill 'bo 
measured by the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Labor’s monthly 
Consaimor Price Index. "Ty¬ 
ing benefits to the cost of 
living will help protect the 
l>urrhasin'g power of people 
getting social .security pay¬ 
ments,” Carter said. 

Both tile social security 
cantributions rate and tho 
contribution a.nd bene f 1 1 
base (the earnings on which 
contributians are paid) will 
increase under the new law. 
The present rate tor botli 
employees and employers is 
5.2 per cent of annual earn¬ 
ings up to $9,000. Under tiur 
new law, the rate will In¬ 
crease next year to 5.5 per 
cent and the base will m- 
creasc to $10,800 for 1973. In 
1974, tho base will increase 
to $12,000.

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1 . QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971, 

2 . QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All Individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fiefitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week tor four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a tiling of the new form 
since January 1. 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION; What is the penalty tor failure 
to tile and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalh/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of tiling and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained tor this tiling and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of t+>a County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of tiling and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory tiling fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
tiling with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period it there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it Is of the 8^/2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
tilings require pubication? 

ANSWER; All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can 1 see the new law?

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerkof Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremeat for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urg^ early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
inotect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is re^ly dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

8% Ceiling As 
Rent Option 

Landlords mast notify ten¬ 
ants who are erttitled to a 
.new one-year lease with an 
eight per cent ceiling ol 
their rights by August 31, 
the Rent Advisory Board re¬ 
minded today. 

New regulations, which 
became effective with, the 
.luly rent period, gave ten¬ 
ants who had .signed a lease 
after December 29, 1971, 

covering a period of more 
than a year, the option of a 
new one-year lease with an 
eight per cent ceiling. 

Tile ceiling would exclude 
lax pa.sis-through and capi¬ 
tal improvement allowances. 

In announci.ng the dead¬ 
line, the Rent Adivosry 
Board chairman, Thomas B. 
Curtis, .said the board has 
received “.numerous reports” 
of .non-compliance by land¬ 
lords. 

“We feel landlords have 
had ample time to comply 
with the regulations,” Cur¬ 
tis ex.Dlainod. “We had 
hoped for a high level of 
voluntary com.pliance. How¬ 
ever, it seems that this addi¬ 
tional action, setting a firm 
deadline ,is both necessary 
and appropriate.” 

If a tenant accepts the op¬ 
tion of a one-year lease 
under the eight per cent 
ceiling, any increase must 
still be fully ju.stifiod 'by the 
landlord under existing reg¬ 
ulations. Landlords may ex¬ 
ceed the eight per cent coll¬ 
ing only for increased prop¬ 
erty taxes or municipal 
charges, increased services 
(such as additio,n'al .security) 
or capital improvements be¬ 
gun before May 1, 1972. The 
lenant’s share of any such 
increases must be limiled ir; 
a pro rata pass-through of 
actual additional costs. 

Landlords are required tc 
.notify tenants o.n IRS Form 
S-70 which Is available ar 
local Intern,al Revenue Serv¬ 
ice Offices.

The United States Constitution already says: "No 
state shall . . . deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law, nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the EQUAL protection of 
the laws." ANY person — that’s what it says. Not male, 
not female. 

If laws are on the books that prohibit a person from 
hiring women because of sex, then let’s strike them down.

The People Must Know

About 274 House and Senate members took 474 trips 
abroad in 1972. Taxpayer cost $1,114,386. Up 65 per cent 
over 1971. But the bundle these travelers spent in Ameri¬ 
can counterpart funds is not reported. ’This is American 
money in foreign countries that must be spent there. It 
is dished out to VIP and politicians like water. 

Congressman R. T. Hanna (D-Calif.) went to Argen¬ 
tina, Peru, Brazil, Korea, Taiwan, Maylasia, Japan, Hong 
Kong, and Mexico. Senator Ed Gurney, (R-Florida) went 
to Mexico, Israel and Germany. HEW spent more aboard 
than Armed Services. 

The Los Angeles School Board, while claiming a short¬ 
age of books for students raised the salary of Superinten¬ 
dent Johnson from $47,000 a year to $50,000. You can 
bet most of the other 1,100 school district will follow suit. 
Nothing is too good for our children. 

In 1971 a unanimous Legislative report on the Los 
Angeles Unified School District said “it is an educational 
disaster we can not allow to continue.” Disaster 1972 will 
cost more. 

It’s hot in the booth. August 12, Wall Street Journal 
said 2,200 investors, some wealthy friends of L.A. Times 
Otis Chandler lost $30 million in an oil promotion deal 
by Jack P. Burke, intimate Chandler buddy. The SEC 
is investigating for fraud. Because Otis Chandler and 
Simon Ramo of TRW were on Burke’s Board of Directors, 
investors thought they had a cinch. Question, who bird- 
dogged the stock for Burke? Oil the news that’s fit to 
print. 

The Wall Street Journal expose could be adapted 
for a play at the Music Center and draw bigger than the 
Catonsvllle Nine. It might run long enough to get the 
Center out of the red, and just think what it would do 
for culture and the people’s right to know. 

Following the Supreme Court decision that capital 
punishment is “not a deterrent” murder is up 20.1 per 
cent in California over last year. TTie Court maintains a 
stony silence on whether or not murder victims “are de¬ 
terred,” but statistics say they are, and permanently. 


Demand for electricity here keeps rising every year. 
Needed new sources of power must be built. Other¬ 
wise, blackouts may occur within two or three years.
